BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH 

S.  H.  MITCHELL 
ADJUTANT  GENERAL,  STATE  OF  MONTANA 

Born  January  13th,  1896,  at  Williston,  North  Dakota,  and  a  resident  of 
Montana  since  birth.  Raised  on  a  cattle  ranch  in  Eastern  Montana.  Owned 
and  operated  own  ranch  since  beginning  of  World  War  I.  Educated  in 
Montana  schools  but  did  not  attend  college  or  university. 

Entered  World  War  I  in  1918  and  served  honorably  approximately  18 
months  and  was  discharged  with  grade  of  Corporal. 

Enlisted  in  National  Guard  of  Montana  in  1923  as  an  enlisted  man  and 
was  commissioned  Second  Lieutenant  in  December  1927. 

Served  with  the  National  Guard  as  Company  Commander  and  State 
Staff  Officer  until  induction  in  Federal  Service  in  September  1940  with  the 
grade  of  Captain.  Was  appointed  Director  of  Selective  Service  in  Montana 
on  September  1,  1942,  and  was  raised  in  grade  to  Colonel  in  December  1943. 

Was  separated  from  the  AUS  in  September  1947  and  was  commissioned 
Brigadier  General,  AGD,  in  August  1947,  as  Adjutant  General  of  Montana, 
being  first  appointed  to  that  position  in  February  1943  while  still  on  active 
duty  in  the  AUS.   Promoted  to  Major  General  17  May  1955. 

In  addition  to  being  Adjutant  General  of  Montana,  is  also  serving  as 
State  Director  of  Selective  Service  commencing  under  the  1940  Selective 
Service  Law. 

Has  a  family  of  wife  and  three  daughters,  church  affiliations — Pro- 
testant.

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POLICIES  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  ARMY  AND  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE 
AIR  FORCE  RELATING  TO  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD 

I.  DEFINITION 
A.     National  Guard 

The  National  Guard  of  the  United  States  and  the  Air  National  Guard  of  the  United  States  are 
integral  parts  and  first  line  reserve  components  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  and  the  United 
States  Air  Force.  The  National  Guard  of  the  States  and  Territories  continues  to  exist  and  in  time  of 
national  emergency  may  be  called  or  ordered  into  the  Army  of  the  United  States  and  the  United 
States  Air  Force  through  its  National  Guard  of  the  United  States  status.  All  federally  recognized 
units  and  elements  of  the  Active  National  Guard  and  the  personnel  of  the  Inactive  National  Guard 
of  the  several  States,  Territories,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto  Rico  together,  constitute  the 
National  Guard  of  the  United  States. 

II.  MISSIONS 

A.  Mission  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  United  States 

The  mission  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  United  States  is  to  provide  a  reserve  component  of  the 
Army  of  the  United  States  and  the  United  States  Air  Force,  capable  of  immediate  expansion  to 
war  strength,  able  to  furnish  units  fit  for  service  anywhere  in  the  world,  trained  and  equipped  to: 

1.  Defend  critical  areas  of  the  United  States  against  land,  seaborne,  or  airborne  invasion. 

2.  Assist   in   converting   the  mobilization   and  concentration  of  the  remainder  of  the  reserve 
forces. 

3.  Participate  by  units  in  all  types  of  operations,  including  the  offensive,  either  in  the  United 
States  or  overseas. 

B.  Mission  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  Several  States 

The  mission  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  several  states  is  to  provide  sufficient  organizations  in 
each  State,  so  trained  and  equipped  as  to  enable  them  to  function  efficiently  at  existing  strength  in 
the  protection  of  life  and  property  and  the  preservation  of  peace,  order,  and  public  safety,  under  com- 
petent orders  of  the  State  authorities. 

III.  COMPOSITION  OF  THE  MONTANA  NATIONAL  GUARD 

A.  The  organization  and  units  alloted  to  the  several  States  will  be  those  which  are  equipped 
for  the  accomplishment  of  the  mission  of  the  National  Guard,  and  when  taken  with  the  units  of 
the  Regular  Army  and  the  United  States  Army  Reserve,  and  the  Regular  Air  Force  and  the  United 
States  Air  Force  "Reserve,  will  provide  the  essential  forces  required  for  early  mobilization.  Within 
the  total  allotment,  organizations  of  the  proper  type  will  be  allotted  to  each  State  to  enable  it  to  ac- 
complish the  Federal  and  State  missions. 

B.  Units  allotted  to  the  State  of  Montana  in  accordance  with  the  above  policy  are  listed  on 
page  13  of  this  report. 

IV.  STATE  AND  FEDERAL  RESPONSIBILITY 

A.  General 

The  National  Guard  is  an  integral  part  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  and  the  United  States 
Air  Force  and  its  success  depends  upon  mutual  confidence  between  the  Federal  government  and 
the  States  and  Territories.  Such  confidence  is  obtained  only  by  the  wholehearted  efforts  of  all 
parties  to  maintain  an  effective  National  Guard. 

B.  Supply 

It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Departments  of  the  Army  and  of  the  Air  Force  to  clothe, 
equip,  supply  and  arm  the  National  Guard  according  to  the  standards  established  for  the  Regular 

Army  and  the  Regular  Air  Force. 

C.  Facilities 

The  division  of  Federal  and  States  responsibilities  is  as  follows: 

1.  The  states  will  furnish  the  personnel,  adequate  armories,  and  storage  facilities. 

2.  The  Federal  Government  will  furnish  the  outdoor  training  facilitites. 
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D.  Training 

Unit  training  objectives  will  be  to  assume  that  all  units  will  be  capable  of  immediate  mobiliza- 
tion and  early  development  for  field  service.  The  training  of  the  National  Guard  will  be  conducted 
by  the  National  Guard  organizations  of  the  respective  States  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief, 
Army  Field  Forces  and  the  Chief,  Civilian  Components,  Branch  United  States  Air  Force,  in  accord- 
ance with  policies  prescribed  by  the  Departments  of  the  Army  and  Air  Force.  Periods  of  field 
training,  attendance  of  personnel  at  service  schools,  and  tours  of  active  duty  will  be  conducted  in  the 
reserve  status  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  United  States  and  the  Air  National  Guard  of  the  United 
States.  Armory  drill  training  will  be  conducted  in  the  status  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  States 
and  Territories. 

E.  State  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Detachment  and  Heaquarters  Montana  ANG 

Within  each  State,  there  shall  be  an  administrative  staff  to  be  designated  as  "State  Headquar- 
ters and  Headquarters  Detachment  and  Headquarters  Montana  ANG"  and  which  will  be  organized 
and  federally  recognized  as  a  unit  of  the  National  Guard.  The  numbers  and  grades  of  officers,  war- 
rant officers,  and  enlisted  men  within  the  State  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Detachment  will 
be  based  upon  the  strength  of  allotted  National  Guard  units  to  the  State  and,  in  addition,  will  pro- 
vide a  suitable  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  for  duties  in  connection  with  Selective  Service 
and  internal  security. 

F.  Instructors 

Under  policies  of  the  Department  of  the  Army  and  Department  of  the  Air  Force,  selection  and 
assignment  of  qualified  instructors  is  reserved  as  a  function  of  Headquarters,  Department  of  the 
Army,  and  Headquarters,  Department  of  the  Air  Force.  The  supervision  of  the  training  responsibility 
of  the  instructors  is  vested  in  the  Chief,  Army  Field  Forces,  and  Chief  of  Reserve  Forces,  Headquar- 
ters, United  States  Air  Force.  Personnel  on  duty  as  instructors  with  the  National  Guard  will  have 
no  command  status  with  troops  or  units  of  the  National  Guard  nor  will  they  be  subject  to  orders  of 
State  military  authorities.  The  primary  duty  of  insti'uctors  will  be  to  advise  and  assist  responsible 
commanders  in  the  attainment  and  maintenance  of  that  state  of  efficiency  of  the  National  Guard 
units  as  is  prescribed  by  Headquarters,  Department  of  the  Army  and  Headquarters,  Department  of 
the  Air  Force. 

G.  National  Guard  Bureau 

The  National  Guard  Bureau  is  charged  with  administration  of  approved  Department  of  the 
Army  and  Department  of  Air  Force  policies,  other  than  those  relative  to  training,  for  the  National 
Guard  not  in  the  service  of  the  United  States.  It  is  further  charged  with  the  promulgation  of  De- 
partment of  the  Army  and  Department  of  the  Air  Force  directives  and  regulations  applicable  to  the 
National  Guard,  including  those  relating  to  training.  It  is  further  charged  with  the  keeping  of  De- 
partment of  the  Army  and  Department  of  the  Air  Force  records  pertaining  to  the  National  Guard, 
except  for  current  records  in  time  of  war  or  national  emergency. 

H.     National  Guard 

All  policies  affecting  the  National  Guard  are  prepared  by  the  General  Staff  Committee  on  Na- 
tional Guard  Policy  (known  as  the  "Section  Five  Committee")  for  action  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Army  and  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force  under  normal  Department  of  the  Army  and  Department  of 
the  Air  Force  procedure.  All  regulations  to  carry  such  policies  into  effect  are  reviewed  by  this 
committee. 

MONTANA  ARMY  NATIONAL  GUARD   ALLOCATION  AND   PRESENT  STATUS 

I.     ALLOCATION 

The  Montana  National  Guard  is  the  organized  military  force  of  the  State,  except  when  ordered 
into  Federal  service  in  time  of  war.  During  times  of  peace,  the  Governor  is  Commander-in-Chief 
of  the  National  Guard  and  exercises  his  command  through  the  Adjutant  General.  The  Adjutant 
General  is  assisted,  during  training  periods,  in  the  administration  of  the  National  Guard  of  the 
State  by  a  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Detachment  consisting  of  16  officers  and  26  enlisted 
men  in  the  National  Guard  section  and  8  officers  in  the  Selective  Service  Section,  for  the  Army  N. 
G.  The  Adjutant  General  is  assisted  by  Hq.  ANG  in  the  administration  of  the  ANG  which  is  com- 
posed of  4  officers  and  3  airmen.

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TRAINING 

I.     ARMORY  DRILLS 

Armory  Drills  are  held  forty-eight  times  per  year  at  local  armories.  Each  drill  is  of  two  hours 
duration  and  training  is  conducted  in  complete  uniform  and  with  equipment  allotted  to  the  various 
units.  Officers  and  key  Non-Commissioned  Officers  conduct  classes  in  accoi'dance  with  the  National 
Guard  Training  Program  covering  the  same  military  subjects  given  to  personnel  in  the  Regular 
Army.  The  complete  training  cycle  requires  three  years  and  equals  the  basic  and  specialized  train- 
ing given  Regular  Army  personnel.  Most  training  at  Armory  drills  is  conducted  in  the  form  of  lec- 
tures, training  films,  arid  practical  On-the-Job  training  covering  such  subjects  as  specialist  training, 
motor  maintenance,  survey,  supply,  administration,  bridge  construction,  etc.  Armory  Drills  are 
generally  scheduled  once  each  week,  four  each  month,  twelve  each  quarter. 

The  Air  National  Guard  conducts  their  48  drills  on  weekends,  one  weekend  each  month  con- 
stitutes 4  drills.    In  addition,  flying  personnel  are  authorized  36  additional  flying  training  periods. 

IL     FIELD  TRAINING 

Field  Training  is  a  requirement  of  the  Department  of  the  Army  and  the  National  Guard  Bureau. 
Successful  training  has  been  held  each  year  since  the  re-activation  of  the  Montana  National  Guard. 
Troops  move  from  their  home  stations  vvith  all  clothing  and  equipment  for  all  fifteen  day  training 
period.  The  Federal  Government  pays  the  entire  cost  for  housing,  feeding,  clothing,  and  training 
on  the  same  basis  as  regular  army  units.  The  purpose  of  this  training  period  is  to  put  to  pratical  test 
all  the  theoretical  training  given  during  the  previous  forty-eight  Armory  drills.  Training  is  carefully 
watched  by  senior  commanders  and  their  staffs,  by  Regular  Army  instructors,  and  by  an  inspection 
team  detailed  by  the  Commanding  General,  Sixth  Army.  All  deficiencies  are  corrected  promptly 
and  personnel  instructed  in  the  practical  way  to  perform  each  task.  Medical  facilities  are  available 
at  Fort  William  Henry  Harrison  at  all  times  to  handle  any  emergency.  Personnel  too  seriously  ill 
or  injured  are  given  first  aid  treatment  and  then  evacuated  to  the  Veterans'  Administration  Hos- 
pital, Fort  Harrison,  Montana,  where  the  best  possible  medical  attention  is  provided.  The  annual  sum- 
mer Field  Training  encampments  for  armv  units  were  held  at  Fort  William  Henry  Harrison  from  14 
to  28  June,  1957  and  15  to  29  June,  1958. 

The  Air  National  Guard  conducts  their  field  training  out  of  state  in  most  cases.  During  1957  the 
Air  National  Guard  went  to  Boise,  Idaho,  14  to  28  June,  1957  and  in  1958  Field  Training  was  at 
Natrona   County  Airport,   Casper,   Wyoming,  from  14  to  27  July,  1958. 

III.     SERVICE  SCHOOLS 

In  addition  to  Armory  Drills  and  Annual  Summer  Field  Training  Encampments,  National 
Guardsmen  received  specialized  training  at  General  and  Special  Service  Schools  of  the  Army  and 
Air  Force.  An  important  factor  in  selection  to  attend  Service  Schools  is  ability  to  instruct,  since 
these  personnel  are  detailed  as  Instructors  in  their  respective  units  after  graduation. 

Courses  offered  range  from  common  specialist  sources  such  as:  Cooks  and  Bakers,  Automotive 
Mechanics.  Leaders'  Courses,  etc.,  for  Enlisted  Men,  through  the  various  levels  of  command  and 
staff  for  Officers.

V.     SIX  MONTH   TRAINEES    (ARMY   NG)    AND  BASIC  TRAINEES  (AIR  NG) 

A.  The  Department  of  the  Army  requires  that  all  non-prior  service  personnel  enlisting  in  the 
Army  National  Guard  after  1  April,  1957,  except  those  persons  between  the  ages  26  to  35,  in  a  de- 
ferred status  who  possess  technical  skills,  are  required  to  perform  an  initial  period  of  active  duty 
for  training.  Montana  Army  National  Guard  personnel  receive  their  basic  training  at  Fort  Ord, 
California,  and  then  continue  their  six  month  training  in  a  chosen  skill. 

B.  The  Department  of  the  Air  Force  requires  that  all  non-prior  service  personnel  enlisting  in 
the  Air  National  Guard  after  1  April,  1957  will  be  required  to  perform  an  initial  period  of  active 
duty  for  training.  All  non-prior  service  personnel  enlisting  in  the  Montana  Air  National  Guard  re- 
ceive an  11  week  basic  training  course  at  Lackland  Air  Force  Base,  Texas.

REGULAR   ARMY  INSTRUCTORS 

1.  GENERAL— PRIMARY  MISSION 

The  primary  mission  of  advisors  with  the  National  Guard  is  that  of  advising  and  assisting  in  the 
training,  administration  and  supply  of  the  National  Guard  organizations  or  units  to  which  detailed. 

2.  SENIOR  ARMY  INSTRUCTOR 

The  Senior  Army  Advisor  is  the  Senior  Officer  on  duty  with  the  Advisor  Group  and  as  such 
is  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  organization  and  directly  responsible  to  the  Commanding  Gen- 
eral, Sixth  US  Army.  He  reports  specifically  to  the  Deputy  Commanding  General  for  Reserve 
Forces. 

Responsibilities  of  the  Senior  Army  Advisor  are  to  assist  and  advise  the  Adjutant  General,  State 
of  Montana  in  the  training  of  the  Montana  National  Guard  so  that  they  will  be  capable  of  meeting 
mobilization  schedules  by  being  prepared  to  be  "Combat  Ready"  with  a  minimum  of  training  after 
mobilization.    This  i-eadiness  is  to  be  accomplished  through   the   medium   of  informal   inspections. 
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advice  and  assistance  to  the  National  Guard.  Appoints  Boards  of  Officers  to  examine  Montana  Na- 
tional Guard  Officers  and  Warrant  Officers  who  are  candidates  for  Federal  Recognition  and  for 
retirement  of  waivers  and  promotions.  Appoints  Physical  Fitness  and  Efficiency  Boards  and  orders 
Federally  Recognized  National  Guard  Officers  to  appear  before  such  boards.  Supervises  subordi- 
nate advisors  through  inspections,  consultations  and  policy  directives  to  coordinate  a  uniform  and 
effective  means  of  improving  training,  administration,  supply  and  discipline  in  the  National  Guard. 
Inspects  new  Armory  Facilities  for  Federal  approval  to  house  National  Guard  units  already  Feder- 
ally recognized.  Determines  adequacy  of  existing  armories  from  the  annual  report  of  inspection 
of  armory  facilities.  Protects  the  interest  of  the  Army  and  the  Federal  Government  by  insuring 
that  the  interest  of  the  Army  and  the  Federal  Government  is  consistently  maintained  through  ad- 
herence to  directives,  policies,  and  regulations.  Conducts  the  annual  training  inspection  of  the  Mon- 
tana National  Guard  Officers  Candidate  School  to  assure  the  maintenance  of  prescribed  training 
standards.   Provides  administrative  support  for  all  advisor  personnel. 

3.  ARMY  ADVISORS 

Advisors  act  as  representatives  of  the  Army  Commander  and  the  Senior  Army  Advisor  in  their 
responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  the  National  Guard  Training.  Advisor  responsibility  in  re- 
gards to  such  training  includes  administrative  functions  and  verification  of  attendance  of  Federally 
Recognized  National  Guard  personnel  at  inactive  duty  training  assemblies.  Advisors  perform 
other  diverse  duties  within  the  broad  scope  of  their  mission  as  they  individually  see  the  necessity 
therefor,  as  requested  by  National  Guard  Authorities,  or  as  directed  by  higher  advisor  authority.

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SUPPLY  AND  MAINTENANCE 

I.  OFFICE  OF  THE  USP  &  FO 

Under  authority  contained  in  Title  32,  United  States  Code,  Section  708,  there  is  established  in 
each  State  an  office  of  the  United  States  Property  and  Fiscal  Officer.  A  National  Guard  officer  is 
appointed  to  be  Property  and  Fiscal  Officer,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretai-y  of  the  Army 
and  the  Air  Force,  and  is  ordered  to  active  duty  to  serve  in  his  state.  The  USP  &  FO  functions  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  State  Adjutant  General,  and  complies  with  National  Guard  regulations  and 
policies  of  the  Departments  of  the  Army  and  the  Air  Force.  Federally  paid  technicians  are  pro- 
vided to  perform  the  various  administrative,  fiscal  and  supply  functions  of  the  office. 

An  Administrative  Assistant  in  a  civilian  technician  capacity  is  provided  to  act  in  the  absence 
of  the  USP  &  FO.  To  further  assist  the  USP  &  FO  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  Air  National  Guard, 
Assistant  USP  &  FO's  for  Air  have  been  appointed  in  the  Fiscal,  Property  and  Real  Property  fields. 

II.  MISSION 

The  mission  of  the  United  States  Property  and  Fiscal  Officer  for  Montana  is  to  receive  and  ac- 
count for  all  Federal  property  issued  for  the  use  of  the  Army  and  Air  National  Guard  of  Montana 
and  to  maintain  such  records  and  render  such  returns  as  may  be  required  by  the  Chief,  National 
Guard  Bureau  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Army  or  the  Air  Force.  He  is  responsible  for  obligating, 
accounting,  reporting,  financial  planning  and  administrative  control  of  all  Federally  appropriated 
funds  allotted  to  the  State  for  National  Guard  use.  He  is  appointed  Purchasing  and  Contracting  Of- 
ficer for  the  Army  and  Air  National  Guard  of  Montana  for  all  Federal  contracts  involving  the  use 
of  Federally  appropriated  funds.  He  is  appointed  Transportation  Officer  for  the  State  and  is  re- 
sponsible for  arrangements  for  transporting  National  Guard  personnel,  civilian  technicians,  supplies 
and  equipment  when  Federal  funds  are  involved. 

He  is  responsible  for  financial  inventory  accounting  for  all  Federal  property  the  value  of  which 
exceeded  $45,000,000.00  as  of  30  June,  1958. 

III.  MAINTENANCE  OF  SUPPLIES  AND  EQUIPMENT 

1.  The  Adjutant  General.  The  Adjutant  General,  representing  the  State  Military  Department,  is 
responsible  for  the  proper  utilization,  care,  and  maintenance  of  all  Federal  supplies  and  equipment 
issued  to  the  State. 

2.  Maintenance.  Maintenance  is  defined  as  any  action  taken  to  keep  material  in  a  serviceable 
condition  or  to  restore  it  to  serviceability  when  it  is  unserviceable.  Thus  maintenance  of  material 
includes  inspecting,  testing,  servicing,  classifying  as  to  serviceability,  repairing,  rebuilding,  and 
reclaiming. 

3.  Maintenance  Officer.  The  Maintenance  Officer  is  the  Staff  Advisor  to  the  Adjutant  General 
on  all  technical  matters  pertaining  to  the  maintenance  of  Federal  material  in  possession  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard,  and  the  full  time  technical  advisor  for  all  Unit  and  Organization  Commanders.  The 
Maintenance  Officer  is  responsible  for  the  promulgation  of  technical  orders  and  instruction,  through 
command  channels,  pertinent  to  organization  maintenance. 

4.  Maintenance  Mission.  Personnel  of  the  State  Maintenance  Office  supervise  the  proper  care, 
servicing,  use,  inspection,  and  repair  of  all  Federal  (Army)  equipment  issued  National  Guard  Army 
units.  Supervise  and  standardize  the  establishment  and  allocation  of  shops;  insure  that  provisions 
have  been  made  for  the  evacuation  of  unserviceable  materiel  that  is  beyond  the  repair  capability  of 
the  unit  concerned;  insure  preparation  of,  or  instruction  of,  the  pi-oper  use  and  maintenance  of  equip- 
ment, and  render  all  possible  assistance  in  matters  relating  to  maintenance;  study  requirements  for 
tools  and  other  maintenance  equipment  necessary  for  the  upkeep  and  repair  and  conditioning  of 
Army  equipment  issued  to  the  National  Guard;  maintain  liaison  with  the  tech  service  responsible 
for  the  replenishment  of  spare  parts  and  maintenance  of  equipment  beyond  the  scope  of  this  head- 
quarters; maintain  liaison  with  Headquarters  Sixth  US  Army  relative  to  technical  inspections  of 
Army  equipment  issued  to  the  National  Guard. 
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5.    Organization.    The  Maintenance  Branch  of  the  Adjutant  General  Department  is  organized 
as  indicated  in  the  Organizational  diagram  as  follows:

5a.  Personnel  of  the  Combined  Field  Maintenance  Shop  perform  field  maintenance,  command 
maintenance  inspections,  spot  check  inspections,  and  offer  technical  assistance  and  information  on 
all  Federal  equipment  issued  to  tlie  National  Guard;  furnish  contract  teams  for  technical  assistance 
and  maintenance  in  the  field;  furnish  technical  advice  and  assistance  to  Unit  Administrative,  Supply 
and  Maintenance  Technicians  when  required;  and  serve  as  instructors  for  all  units  of  the  Montana 
National  Guard  on  maintenance  subjects  when  requested. 

b.  Personnel  of  the  Army  Aviation  Section  perform  Organizational  and  Field  Maintenance  and 
offer  technical  assistance  and  information  on  all  Army  National  Guard  aircraft  issued  to  the  National 
Guard,  furnish  contact  teams  for  technical  assistance  and  maintenance  in  the  field,  furnish  technical 
advice  and  assistance  to  pilots,  and  serve  as  instructors  for  all  aviation  sections  of  the  Montana  Na- 
tional Guard  on  maintenance  subjects  when  requested. 

c.  Personnel  of  the  Category  "A"  Field  Concentration  Site  inspect  all  equipment  prior  to  receipt 
for  storage  and  issue,  receive  all  Category  "A"  equipment,  process  for  storage  and  perform  sched- 
uled Maintenance  In  Storage  including  6VM,  Reprocess  all  Category  "A"  and  reinspect  prior  to 
issue,  including  OVM. 

d.  Personnel  of  Organizational  Maintenance  Shops  perform  all  scheduled  organizational  main- 
tenance and  emergency  repairs  on  organic  vehicles.  Assist  in  training  unit  mechanics  in  organiza- 
tional maintenance,  records  and  reports.  Conserve  spare  parts  by  means  of  central  distribution,  and 
Operate  a  collecting  point  for  all  unserviceable  equipment.  Provide  vehicle  storage  facilities  and  su- 
pervise MIS  of  organic  vehicles. 

6a.  Facilities.  A  new  Combined  Field  Maintenance  Shop  was  completed  in  January  1958  at  the 
cost  of  $225,000.00.  The  shop  provides  all  the  modern  conveniences  for  maintenance  of  equipment.

FEDERAL  SUPPORT 
I.  GENERAL 

Responsibilities  of  the  Federal  government  in  the  support  of  the  National  Guard  include  cloth- 
ing, equipping,  supplying,  and  arming  individuals  and  units.  The  Federal  government  also  fur- 
nishes outdoor  training  facilities  and  supervises  training.  All  pay  and  allowances  to  individuals  for 
field  training,  attendance  at  Service  Schools,  and  armory  drill  are  from  Federal  funds.  Subsistence 
is  furnished  to  enlisted  men  at  field  training  and  service  schools  by  the  Federal  government. 

n.     SUPPLY  AND  EQUIPMENT 

In  addition  to  furnishing  clothing,  arms  and  equipment,  the  Federal  government  through  the 
National  Guard  Bureau,  provides  for  the  maintenance  of  these  items.  Funds  are  available  for  equip- 
ment repair,  and  cleaning  and  repair  of  uniforms.  In  the  Air  National  Guard,  where  maintenance 
of  aircraft  and  vehicles  is  a  major  problem,  a  substantial  number  of  air  technician  personnel  is  em- 
ployed on  a  full  time  basis,  with  funds  also  being  made  available  for  necessary  full  time  adminis- 
trative and  supervisory  specialists.  Each  company-size  Army  unit  is  authorized  to  employ  on  a  full 
time  basis  a  mechanic,"  general,  unit  materiel,  usually  referred  to  as  a  unit  caretaker.  He  assists  in 
the  supply  and  maintenance  function  of  the  unit.  Many  units,  depend  on  their  need,  also  have  an 
administrative  assistant  on  a  full  or  part  time  basis  to  assist  in  the  "paper  work"  activities  of  their 
unit.  Maintenance  personnel  of  the  State  Maintenance  Shop  and  the  Equipment  Concentration  Site 
are  all  paid  for  by  Federal  monies.  All  accounting  clerks  in  the  office  of  the  USP  &  FO  are  carried 
on  Federal  payrolls. 
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III.  NON  DISABILITY  RETIREMENT 

Public  Law  810,  which  provides  non-disability  retirement  pay  for  officers  and  men  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  in  the  highest  grade  held  by  them  was  approved  by  the  President  29  June,  1948. 

The  act  provides  an  additional  incentive  to  younger  men  to  join  the  National  Guard  and  remain 
active,  and  further  compensate  older  guardsmen  who  have  given  many  years  of  service  to  their  coun- 
try. 

The  law  provides  that  any  person  not  a  member  of  a  regular  force,  who  attains  the  age  of  60  and 
who  has  performed  satisfactory  service  in  the  status  of  commissioned  officer,  warrant  officer,  or  en- 
listed person  in  the  Army  or  Air  National  Guard,  and  who  has  completed  an  aggregate  of  20  or 
more  years'  satisfactory  service  in  any  or  all  of  the  services  shall  be  granted  retirement  benefits. 

IV.  CIVILIAN  EMPLOYEES 

The  National  Defense  Act  permits  the  employment  from  Federal  funds  of  caretakers,  adminis- 
trative assistants,  air  technicians,  accounting  clerks,  and  maintenance  personnel.  Men  employed  as 
caretakers,  air  technicians,  and  administrative  assistants  must  be  members  of  the  National  Guard, 
and  must  be  assigned  table  of  organization  positions  in  units  comparable  to  those  they  held  as  ci- 
vilian employees,  to  preclude  any  disruption  of  duties  in  the  event  of  mobilization.  All  maintenance 
personnel  and  most  accounting  clerks  are  also  members  of  the  National  Guard.  Employees  paid 
from  Federal  funds  as  of  30  June,  1958  were:

FACILITIES 

I.     ARMORIES 

A  responsibility  of  the  State  in  the  operation  of  the  Montana  National  Guard  is  the  furnishing  of 
armory  facilities  for  training  purposes  and  for  the  storage  of  supplies  and  equipment.  This  has  been, 
and  remains,  a  major  problem  in  Montana  although  this  situation  has  been  alleviated  to  some  ex- 
tent during  the  past  two  fiscal  years.  While  some  State-owned  facilities  are  available,  many  units 
are  located  in  space  which  is  rented  from  individuals,  cities  and  other  media.  Some  of  the  State- 
owned  and  most  of  the  rental  space  is  entirely  inadequate  for  efficient  assembly  and  instruction  of 
troops  and  does  not  provide  adequate  or  secure  storage  facilities.  Units  which  must  train  in  such 
sub-standard  armory  space  are  faced  with  difficulties  in  maintaining  a  high  proficiency  in  training  as 
well  as  finding  their  recruiting  problem  multiplied  many  times  by  not  being  able  to  offer  an  attrac- 
tive meeting  place.  The  fact  that  units  of  the  Montana  National  Guard  have  been  able  to  obtain 
excellent  results  with  their  training  program  is  due  to  the  keen  interest  of  individuals  concerned  as 
armory  facilities  in  general  are  still  inadequate. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States  enacted  legislation  to  assist  States  in  the  construction  of  arm- 
ories on  a  fund-matching  basis.  This  fund-matching  is  based  on  a  75',  Federal  and  25';  State  level. 
The  Legislative  assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  on  March  2,  1957,  appropriated  $126,000.00  in 
funds  to  match  federal  siapport  funds  for  the  construction  of  armories  in  the  state.  Since  that  time 
armories  have  been  constructed  in  Kalispell,  Glendive,  Sidney,  Miles  City  and  Billings  and  con- 
struction is  underway  on  armories  in  Hamilton  and  Whitefish.

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Several  years  ago  government  funds  were  made  available  in  limited  amounts  for  the  construc- 
tion of  motor  vehicle  storage  buildings  for  housing  Federal  vehicles  and  equipment.  Funds  for  this 
construction  were  100';  Federal.  In  Montana  such  buildings  have  been  erected  at  Billings,  Kalis- 
pell,  Chinook,  Malta,  Harlowton  and  Helena.  In  all  cases  but  one,  it  has  been  necessary  to  utilize 
these  structures  as  temporary  armories,  although  they  are  not  adequately  designed  for  such  use. 

Rental  space  consists  of  space  in  civic  centers,  garages,  warehouses  and  other  types  of  struc- 
tures.

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II.  FEDERAL  FACILITIES 

Fort  William  Henry  Harrison,  a  Department  of  the  Army  facility,  is  made  available  to  the  State 
of  Montana  by  a  license  extending  for  a  period  of  five  years.  In  the  past  this  license  has  always 
been  renewed  and  undoubtedly  will  be  renewed  when  the  present  term  expires.  Fort  Harrison 
is  used  for  summer  field  training,  armory  training  for  those  units  indicated  as  such  above,  and  is 
the  location  of  the  Equipment  Concentration  Site.  Some  USP  &  FO  warehouses  are  also  located 
there. 

A  portion  of  Fort  Missoula  Military  Reservation,  including  the  Target  Range  Area,  is  also  li- 
censed by  the  Department  of  the  Army  to  the  State  of  Montana.  This  facility,  as  shown  above,  is 
used  as  armory  and  storage  space  for  Guard  units  located  in  Missoula. 

The  Air  National  Guard  at  Great  Falls,  Montana,  has  a  newly  constructed  hangar  completed  in 
1955.  In  addition  the  hangar,  a  Base  Supply  Warehouse,  Motor  Pool  and  Fuel  Storage  Building  have 
been  constructed.  Also  many  improvements  such  as  runway  paving,  construction  of  parking  ramp, 
rocket  storage  building  have  been  completed.  Presently  under  construction  is  the  new  Operations 
and  Training  Building.  This  $350,000.00  facility  will  house  the  Group  Headquarters,  have  complete 
Medical  facilities  and  also  a  mess  hall. 

A  breakdown  on  the  facilities  of  the  Air  National  Guard  is  listed  below:

III.  STATE  LAND 

In  1957  the  State  of  Montana  made  available  to  the  National  Guard  6  acres  of  land  adjacent  to 
Fort  William  Henry  Harrison,  Montana.  During  the  past  two  fiscal  years  several  structures  were 
constructed  on  this  land  the  cost  of  which  was  borne  100' ;  by  the  Federal  Government.  These  struc- 
tures consist  of  a  Combined  Field  Maintenance  Shop,  Organizational  Maintenance  Shop  Building 
and  a  Paint,  Oil  and  Dope  Storage  Building.  All  the  land  in  this  area  was  also  inclosed  by  a  chain- 
link  security  type  fence  and  hardstand  was  placed  where  vehicles  would  be  stored  outside.  The 
cost  of  this  was  also  supported  by  100'';  by  the  Federal  Government.  These  facilities  become  the 
property  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

IV.  SERVICE  CONTRACTS 

For  federally  owned  or  leased  facilities  at  Fort  Harrison,  Fort  Missoula  and  Gore  Field,  the  cost 
of  maintenance  and  operation  of  buildings  and  grounds  is  considerable.  Since  the  federal  govern- 
ment has  an  interest  in  these  facilities,  service  contracts  between  the  State  and  Federal  govern- 
ments have  been  entered  into  to  provide  for  reimbursement  to  the  Adjutant  General  by  the  National 
Guard  Bureau  for  75'-;  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  building  and  grounds.  These 
contracts  were  continued  in  effect  during  the  biennium  with  only  slight  changes.  The  amounts  cov- 
ered by  the  contracts  are  as  follows:

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AIR  NATIONAL  GUARD 


I.     GENERAL 


Prior  to  World  War  II  the  entire  National  Guard  of  Montana  consisted  of  Army  units.  With  the 
reorganization  of  the  Guard  after  that  war,  the  State  was  authorized  to  organize  an  Air  Force  Fight- 
er Squadron  with  its  supporting  units.  Because  of  the  housing  requirements  for  this  type  of  unit 
and  the  necessity  of  locating  it  near  one  of  the  larger  centers  of  population,  Gore  Field  near  Great 
Falls  was  chosen  as  most  nearly  meeting  requirements.  Therefore  on  27  June,  1947  the  186th  Fight- 
er Squadron,  S.E.  and  supporting  units  were  activated  at  Gore  Field. 

At  the  beginning  of  fiscal  year  1948  the  Montana  Air  National  Guard  had  just  completed  their 
first  summer  encampment  which  had  been  held  at  Gore  Field. 

On  the  1st  April,  1951,  the  186th  Fighter  Sqdn.,  Montana  Air  National  Guard  was  called  into 
active  Federal  Service  and  were  sent  to  Moody  Air  Force  Base,  Valdesto,  Ga.,  for  training,  and  they 
were  in  active  federal  service  until  December,  1952. 

II.  TRAINING 

The  Air  National  Guard  is  authorized  48  training  periods  each  year.  During  the  year  the  Air  Na- 
tional Guard  holds  their  training  periods  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  Credit  is  given  those  attending 
for  two  normal  armory  assemblies  for  each  day  attending  drill.  This  system  proved  to  be  very  satis- 
factory in  attendance  and  allowed  increased  training  of  personnel  of  the  units.  Greater  stress  was 
placed  on  specialist  training.  Mess  personnel  prepare  noon-day  meals  for  those  personnel  attending 
the  weekend  training  periods.  This  also  provides  a  greater  participation  of  flying  personnel  in  meet- 
ing their  yearly  requirements. 

Since  the  return  from  active  federal  service  in  1952  the  Air  National  Guard  has  sent  quite  a 
number  of  pilot  trainees  to  the  Air  Force  Pilot  training  program.  Since  the  conversion  to  all-weather 
aircraft  in  1956  the  Air  National  Guard  now  has  a  requirement  for  Radar-Observer  personnel,  and 
have  sent  a  number  of  applicants  to  the  Air  Force  for  training. 

Spring  of  1958  the  186th  Fighter  Interceptor  Squadron  received  the  first  of  the  F-89-H  aircraft. 
The  "Scorpion"  is  of  the  latest  Air  Force  all  weather  interceptor  aircraft  and  is  armed  with  both 
rockets  and  missiles.

III.  REGULAR  AIR  FORCE  ADVISER  STAFF 

Mission  Of  The  Air  Force  Adviser  Staff 

The  mission  of  the  Air  Force  Adviser  staff  is  to  assist  the  Commander  of  the  Montana  Air  Na- 
tional Guard  in  a  program  designed  to  build  and  maintain  a  unit  possessing  the  highest  degree  of  op- 
erational capability.  In  accomplishing  this  mission.  Air  Force  Adviser  personnel  direct  their  efforts 
primarily  toward  assisting  the  Corhmander  in  his  training  program  which  is  based  on  Air  Force 
policies  and  directives,  and  providing  technical  and  administrative  assistance  when  such  is  requested 
by  Guard  personnel.

B.  During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  the  Air  Technician  Detachment  was  increased  in 
size  coincident  with  converting  from  F-86  Sabre-jets  to  F-89C  Scorpions,  all  weather  fighter  inter- 
ceptors. The  latter  being  a  much  more  complicated  and  modern  combat  capable  aircraft.  During  last 
quarter  of  FY  58  the  organization  began  converting  to  F-89H  Scorpion  which  possess  rocket  and  mis- 
sile firing  capabilities.  Additional  personnel  were  subsequently  authorized  to  handle  this  additional 
aircraft  capability.  In  addition,  NGM  type  personnel  received  three  cost  of  living  wage  increases 
and  classification  employees  received  one  salary  increase  during  period  covered  by  this  report.

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MONTANA  MILITARY  ACADEMY 

Early  in  1957,  The  Adjutant  General  directed  that  an  officer  candidate  school  be  established 
and  that  it  be  known  as  The  Montana  Military  Academy.  A  similar  policy  has  been  adopted  in  42 
states. 

The  purpose  of  the  Academy  is  to  provide  the  Montana  Army  National  Guard  with  officers  who 
have  had  the  opportunity  to  receive  training  in  an  accredited  officer  candidate  school.  The  Acad- 
emy replaces  several  other  means  of  procuring  officers  for  the  National  Guard. 

The  program  of  instruction  that  is  used  has  been  prepared  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Infantry  School  at 
Fort  Benning,  Georgia.  It  is  used  by  all  National  Guard  officer  cancldate  schools  to  fulfill  the  aca- 
demic requirements.  The  course  of  study  is  252  hours,  which  has  been  divided  into  three  terms,  con- 
sists of  108  hours  at  annual  field  training  during  June,  36  hours  divided  into  three  weekends  and  the 
final  term  of  108  hours  which  is  at  annual  field  training  during  the  following  June. 

The  Cadre  and  instructors  are  qualified  officers  of  the  Army  National  Guard  of  Montana.  In- 
structors are  recommended  by  the  major  organization  commanders  en  the  basis  of  their  ability  as 
determined  by  observation  of  proven  ability  as  instructors. 

An  Academic  Board,  consisting  of  the  major  organization  commanders,  establishes  policies  and 
procedures  which  are  implemented  by  the  Commandant. 

The  Commandant  is  responsible  to  the  Academic  Board  for  the  operation  of  the  Academy. 
These  responsibilities  include  providing  instructors,  constructing  a  schedule  of  instruction  to  include 
practical  allication  of  leadership  principles,  arrange  for  supplies  and  services  for  the  cadets,  detail 
qualified  officers  to  act  as  tactical  officers,  and  any  of  the  numerous  activities  in  connection  with  the 
procuring  of  cadets  and  their  training. 

Qualified  Warrant  Officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Army  National  Guard  may  apply  for  enroll- 
ment in  the  Montana  Military  Academy.  Their  application  includes  civilian  and  military  history, 
character  references  and  physical  examination.  This  application  must  have  concurrence  of  comman- 
ders as  well  as  that  of  a  battalion  screening  board  before  reaching  the  Adjutant  General's  office. 
The  minimum  qualifications  are  outlined  in  the  Montana  Military  Academy  Manual. 

One  class  has  been  graduated  from  the  Montana  Military  Academy.  Sixteen  officers  are  now 
members  of  units  after  having  successfully  completed  the  course  of  instruction  and  been  passed  by 
a  Federal  Recognition  Board.  Thirty  cadets  were  enrolled  in  the  first  class,  however,  sixteen  suc- 
cesfully  completed  the  course. 

Class  No.  2  (58-59)  has  a  current  strength  of  22  cadets.  These  cadets  like  the  recent  graduates, 
are  members  of  units  throughout  the  state  and  come  to  Helena  for  two  annual  field  training  periods 
as  well  as  three  weekends  during  the  year.  Since  the  scheduling  of  classes  is  done  in  this  manner 
it  is  possible  for  an  individual  to  complete  the  prescribed  course  of  instruction  with  out  being  absent 
from  his  home  and  work  for  3  months  or  more  at  a  service  school  conducted  by  the  regular  estab- 
lishment. 

The  Academy  has  met  with  a  certain  amount  of  success  in  that  inspectors  are  well  pleased  with 
the  operation  and  commanders  seem  to  admire  the  manner  in  which  the  cadets  conduct  themselves 
at  the  Academy  as  well  as  in  their  home  unit  during  Armory  drill  periods.  The  strict  discipline  and 
military  bearing  of  the  cadets  seems  to  "rub  off"  on  others  at  the  summer  camp  and  during  Armory 
drills. 

Major  Arvild  Christensen,  was  appointed  as  the  OCS  Commandant  by  Major  General  S.  H.  Mit- 
chell, Adjutant  General  for  Montana  in  March  1957.

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TROPHIES  AND  AWARDS 
I.     THE  EISENHOWER  TROPHY 

A.  Genei-al— The  Eisenhower  Trophy  is  named  for  General  of  the  Army  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower, 
former  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  United  States  Army,  who  consented  to  a  request  by  the  Chief,  Nation- 
al Guard  Bureau,  that  his  name  be  used  in  connection  with  a  trophy  to  be  awarded  after  the  end  of 
each  calendar  year  to  the  most  outstanding  company-size  unit  of  the  National  Guard  in  each  State 
and  Territory. 

B.  Award— This  trophy  will  be  in  the  form  of  an  urn.  It  will  be  presented  to  the  winning  unit 
at  a  suitable  ceremony  during  the  field  training  period.  The  name  of  the  winning  unit  will  be  en- 
graved on  the  urn,  which  will  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  unit  during  the  current  year.  Thereafter 
it  will  be  replaced  with  a  smaller  replica  to  remain  in  the  permanent  possession  of  the  unit. 

C.  Selection  of  Winning  Unit — The  winning  unit  will  be  selected  within  each  State  by  a  board 
composed  of: 

a.  The  Adjutant  General. 

b.  The  Senior  federally  recognized  tactical  Army  Commander. 

c.  The  Senior  Army  Advisor. 

D.  Rules  Governing  the  Award — The  board  will  consider  only  such  units  as  have  accomplished 
all  of  the  following: 

1)  Strength   (all  fractions  of  personnel  to  be  counted  as  a  whole). 

a.  All  units  (including  detachments)  which  have  maintained  70  percent  of  the  officers  and 
warrant  officers  authorized  in  the  full  strength  column  of  the  applicable  TOE  through- 
out the  calender  year. 

b.  All  company  and  battery  sized  units  which  have  attained  50  percent  of  the  enlisted  per- 

sonnel authorized  by  the  reduced  column  of  the  applicable  TOE. 

c.  All  detachments  or  units  authorized  less  than  50  enlisted  personnel  under  the  full  TOE 

which  attain  90  percent  of  the  enlisted  personnel  shown  in  the  reduced  strength  column 
thereof.
